or" and clouds, and through ourseventu 
science (astronomy) we learn that this 
earth of ours which we call great is but 
a speck when com pared w ith the sun or 
stars. 
T hink! the sun is 1,200,OUI) times 
larger than the earth. 
W ere it hollow 
and the earth placed at its center, our 
moon would revolve around us just 
ta© 
same, and thoro would still 
be a dis 
lance from the orbit of the moon to the 
circle 'of the sun of 200,000 miles. 
The 
sun is IKJ,OOO,OOO miles away. 
If there 
were a railw ay connection w ith it. and 
you should board the train 
tins morn 
ing and travel at the rate of sixty miles 
an hour, stopping not a moment day or 
night, you would be 1,101 years in reach 
ing your de stination. Even Methuselah, 
startin g in infancy and traveling with 
the velocity of this nineteenth century, 
never in life could have reached the 


sun. 
“ It takes light eight 
minute', and 
eighteen seconds, travelin g at the 
won­ 
drous velocity of I sO.UjO miles a second, 
to come from the sun to us. And yet the 
sun-center of the solar system is but a 
speck, anil not far aw ay when compared 
w ith the suns that lie uj>on the infinite 


ocean of the sky. 
“ O u r nearest star 
nearest neighbor 
-is 8,000,QUO,1OOO miles away. 
It would 
make twenty suns the size of ours. And 


it takes light seventeen and a half years 
to come from that star here, 
(lo on to 
the N orth star, on to Capella. .'120,(XX), 
000,000 miles away, it takeslightseventy 
years to reach us. 
G o on, on to the 
Nubulae, clusters of suns, so far away 
that it takes light thousands of years to 
come from those stars to us. 
*It is the 
love of God that holds these vast urn 
verses in their revolving orbits and cam ­ 
es the illim itable fields of the skies to 
blossom with the roses of Hi- creation.' 
“ Ye-, brethern! in th at bright diadem 
of the eternal g l i t t e r s a myriad of -dun 
ing worlds, ami through astronomy we 
catch but a glimpse of God s w isdom 
and love in the o{*en volume of the sky. 
in the rythm and music of the spheres. 
“ T h e earth is carpeted w ith green, in 
terspersed w ith clinging vines, w ith 
daisies silver and w ith cow lips’ gold. It 
has mountains, valleys, placid 
laker., 
rippling rills and rivers that flow 
for 
ever on; oaks that rise like giants from 
the bottom of the plain; pines that fling 
th eir green ca.'.Ref- to the Winds; 
fss- 
and magnolias that give their aroma to 


the air; violets that spread their bosom-. 
to the day; water lilies that open their 
petals of silver to display their hearts of 
gold; bees that wander away over va^t 
fields of clover: eagles that scale
